22 . Candidates finally selected will undergo a course 
of training for about two years. Candidates will be 
enrolled under the Army Act as gentlemen cadets .

15 . The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission in the manner prescribed 
in Appendix II. 

16 . Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in 
Appendix III. No claim for a refund of these fees will 
ordinarily be entertained except to the extent stated 
In the Appendix nor can they be held in reserve tor 
any other examination or selection . 


23 . While the cost of training including accom 
modation , books, uniforms, boarding and medical 
treatment, will be borne by Government, candidates 
will be expected to meet their pocket expenses them 
selves . The minimum expenses at the Military College 
are not likely to exceed Rs. 40 per mensem . If a cadet s 
parent or guardian is unable to meet wholly or partly , 
even this expenditure, financial assistance may be 
granted by the Government. No cadet whose parent 
or guardian has an income of Rs. 300 per mengem or 
above would be eligible for the grant of the financial 
assistance . 


A candidate desirous of having any financial assist 
ance should immediately after being finally selected 
for training at the Military College, submit an applica 
tion through the District Magistrate of his District who 
will with his recommendation forward the application 
to the Ministry of Defence, Government of India . 


24 . Candidates finally selected for training at the 
Military College will be required to deposit the follow

17 . The Union Public Service Commission shall pre 
pare a list of candidates in order of their merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each can 
didate at the written examination , Candidates who 
obtain qualifying marks at the written examinalon 
shall appear before a Services Selection Board . The 
maximum number of marks obtainable at the Services 
Selection Board interview will be 900. Candidates to 
be acceptable should secure the minimum qualifying 
marks both in the written examination and Services 
Selection Board interview . Subject to this condition , 
they will then be placed in the order of merit on the 
basis of the total marks secured . The final selection 
for admission to the Military College will be made in 
order of merit upto the number of vacancies available . 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection 
Board , and undergo the tests thereat , at their own 
risk and will not be entitled to claim any compensa 
tion or other relief from Government in respect of 
any injury which they may sustain in the course of or 
as a result of any of the tests given to them at a Ser 
vices Selection Board , whether due to the negligence 
of any person or otherwise . Candidates (parents or 
guardians in the case of candidates who are minor : ) 
will be required to sign a certificate to this effect on 
the form appended to the application .

18. Candidates when called for interview by a Ser 
vices Selection Board or for subsequent training will 
be eligible for travelling allowance in accordance with 
the rules then in force , Candidates who have preyl . 
ously been before a Services Selection Board for the 
same type of commission are not entitled to travelling 
allowance on subsequent occasions. 


25. The following scholarships are tenable at the 
Military College : 

1 . PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN Scholar 
ship . This scholarship is awarded to cadets from 
Maharashtra and Karnatak . The value of one scholar 
ship is upto a maximum of Rs. 1000 / - per annum for 
the duration of a cadet s stay at the Military College, 
subject to the cadet making satisfactory progress. The 
cadets who are granted this scholarship will not be 
entitled to any other financial assistance from the 
Government. 


19 . Success at the examination confers no right to 
admission to the Military College . 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service 
Commission and the appointing authority that he is 
suitable in all respects for admission to the Military 
College . 


2 . COLONEL KENDAL FRANKS MEMORIAL 
Scholarship . - This scholarship is of the value of 
Rs. 360 / - per annum and is granted to a Maratha cadet 
who should be the son of an ex - serviceman , The 
scholarship is in addition to any financial assistance 
from the Government. 
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26 . An outAt allowance at the rates and under the 
general conditions applicable at the time for each 
cadet belonging to the Military College will be placed 
at the disposal of the Commandant of the Training 
Institution . The unexpended portion of this allowance 
will be: 
(a ) handed over to the cadet on his being granted 

a commission ; or 
( b ) if he is not granted a commission , refunded 

to the State . 
On being granted a commission , articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall 
become the personal property of the cadet. Such 
articles will, however, be withdrawn from a cadet who 
resigns whilst under training or who is removed or 
withdrawn prior to commissioning. The articles with 
drawn will be disposed of to the best advantage of 
the State , 

27 . No candidate will normally be permitted to re 
siga whilst under training. A civilian candidate who 
is not considered suitable to complete the full course 
of training may with the permission of the Army 
Headquarters be discharged . An Army candidate 
under these circumstances will be reverted to his 
Regiment or Corps. 

28 . Commissions will be granted only on successful 
completion of training . The date of commission will 
be that following the date of successful completion of 
training. Commissions will be permanent, 

29 . Pay and allowances, pension , leave and other 
conditions of service , after the grant of commission , 
will be identical with those applicable from time to 
time to regular offlcers of the Army,

STANDARDS FOR HEIGHT, WEIGHT AND CHEST 

MEASUREMENTS , 
( a ) Height 
(i ) The height of a candidate will be measured by 

making him stand against the standard with 
his feet together . The weight should be 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or 
outer sides of the feet. He will stand erect 
without rigidity and with the heels , calyes, 
buttocks and shoulders touching the standard ; 
the chin will be depressed to bring the vertex 
of the head level under the horizontal bar, 
and the height will be recorded in inches and 

quarter parts thereof . 
( ii ) The minimum acceptable height for a candi 

date is 62 inches except in the case of Gorkhas , 
Nepalese , Assamese and Garhwali candidates 
in whose case the height in correlation table at 
( b ) ( 11) below may be reduced by two 

inches . 
( b ) Weight 
( i ) Height and weight will be taken with candi 

dates fully stripped . It is not possible to lay 
down precise standards for weight in relation 
to height and age. But a 10 % departure from 
the average is permissible at the discretion of 
the medical board. In recording weight frac 

tions of a pound will not be noted . 
(ii) A table showing correlation between height, 

age and average weight is given below for 
guidance : -

sils or gums or disease or injury affecting the 
normal function of either mandibular joint. 
N . B . - Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils , if 

there is no history of attacks of tonsillitis, 

is not a cause for rejection 
(i) there is no sign of functional or organic 

disease of the heart and blood vessels . 
( j ) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis 

or previous history of this disease or any 

other chronic disease of the lungs. 
( k ) there is no evidence of any disease of the 

digestive system including any abnormality of 

the Jiver and spleen .

( m ) there is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele 

or any other disease or defect of the genital

The tape will be 80 adjusted round the 
chest that its upper edge touches the inferior angles of 
the shoulder -blades behind , and its lower edge the 
upper part of the nipples in front. The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Care 
will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown up 
wards or backwards so as to displace the tape. The 
candidate will then be directed to take a deep inspira 
tion several times, and the maximum and minimum 
expansions of the chest will be carefully noted . The

4 . Dental condition 

It should be ensured that a sufficient number of 
natural and sound teeth are present for efficient 
mastication . 
( a ) A candidate must have a minimum of 14 

dental points to be acceptable . In order to 
assess the dental condition of an individual, 
points are allotted as under for teeth in good 
apposition with corresponding teeth in the 
other jaw . 
(i ) Central incisor , lateral incisor, canine, 1st 

and 2nd premolar and under - developed 
3rd molar

When all 32 teeth pre present, there will be a

The questions on Theoretical Geometry will consist 
of theorems contained in Schedule B , together with 
questions upon these theorems, easy deductions from 


them , and arithmetical illustrations. Any proof of a 
proposition will be accepted which appears to the 
examiner to form part of a systematic treatment of 
the subject ; the order in which the theorems are 
stated in Schedule B is not imposed as a sequence of 
their treatment. In the proof of theorems and deduc 
tions from them , the use of hypothetical construc 
tions will be permitted . 

Questions will be set on Schedules A ( 1) , A ( 11) , 
A ( iii) and B ( i) , B ( ii ) , B ( iii ) . The use of algeb 
raical symbols and ( in the solution of riders ) of 
trigonometrical ratios is permitted .

should be clearly entered in the treasury receipt. 
The treasury receipt should be on the form pertaining 
to Central Government transactions and should be 
obtained from the treasury at which the fee is deposit 
ed . If however , the blue form is not available in the 
treasury the ordinary form hitherto employed should 
be used . 


1 . A copy each of the Notice , the Rules, the Appli 
cation Form and other papers relating to the exami 
nation is attached . Candidates should consult them to 
see if they are eligible before Alling the application 
form or paying the pregcribed fee. The conditions 
prescribed cannot be relaxed . 


2 . The enclosed application form must be Alled in 
the candidate s own handwriting and all answers 
should be given in words. It should be submitted 
direct to the Secretary , Union Public Service Commis 
sion , Post Box No. 186 , Dholpur l Iouse, New Delhi. A 
candidate already in Government service , whether in 
permanent or temporary capacity must submit his 
application through the Head of the Department or 
Office concerned . 


A candidate serving in the Armed Forces must sub 
mit his application through his Commanding Oncer, 
who , if he considers the candidate eligible , will for 
ward it to the Union Public Service Commission with 
his recommendation , vide Section C of the application 
form . Applications of eligible candidates will not be 
withheld even if the candidate is not recommended . 
This is , however , not applicable to ratings ( including 
boys and artificer apprentices ) of the Indian Navy, ex 
cept special seryice ratings having less than six months 
to complete their engagements , who are not eligible 
to take this examination .
